DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed 1 2/1 6/201 0. Claims 29-31 , 34- 
43, 47, 53 and 55 are amended and claims 29-31 , 34-53 and 55 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 29-31 , 34-53 and 55 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: neither the 
cited prior art of record taken alone of in combination with other references reasonably 
teach a system for identifying a glazing unit using a marking element affixed to the 
glazing unit and identifiable from outside the glazing unit, the system comprising: a first 
technical communication device that transmits recognition of the marking element to an 
identification device including a computer database, the identification device receiving 
the recognition of the marking element and identifying one or more hexadecimal 
numbers from a string of characters of the marking element, the string of characters 
containing one or more substrings of successive characters where at least one of the 
one or more substrings is encoded as a hexadecimal number with a base of 16, the 
identification device correlating the one or more hexadecimal numbers to information in 
the computer database, the information including characteristics unique to the glazing 
unit on which the marking element is visible and being at least partially publically 
renderable.
